Sterling, 111., Jan. 3-—Special 
The coffer dam and 2 0 feet of fho 
mill race wall of the International 
H arvester company was washed out 
about 7 p. m. Saturday. The washing 
away of the dam means a heavy loss 
to 
the m anufacturin g interests of 
Rock Falls and Sterling as they have 
no water power hen* now to run the 
machinery. Some of the plants are 
wholly crippled and are forced to 
s.nit down while others are running 
with engines. 
I he catastrophe entails the loss of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
damag e and loss of time at a busy 
season. The Internationa! Harvester 
company's loss alone is estimated at 
$6o,000. 1 hey have spent thousands 
of dollars making improvements to 
increase their water power.
